In the backfield the Cornhuskers will have
& asuperabundance of materinl,  With
Purdy, Potter, Warner, the two Franks,
Anderson and two or three other men who
have not signified thelr intention of return-
ing, but who are expected to come back, the
pew voach will have all the material that
he vould desire for making a strong back-
fleld., Some of thess men Are heavy and
fast and some are of the pony type, giving
him extraordinary speed in those cases In
which that nseet in very desirable.

Potter and Warner are two of the fastest
players the Cornhuskers have had in recent
years, Warner ran the team at quarter for
a while lmst year. He can piny that posl-
tion well, or he in equally good at end.

Polter should have plaved with the Ne-
braskans last fall, but sicknens the winter
before kept him out of mchool and made
him insligible for competition in 1510, He
in looked upon as one of the renl stars for
this autumn. The two Franks played sen-
sational ball last fall, The older of the
two brothers, Owen, was a star In several
of the games. His power to duck and
dodge and thus escape lacklers caused
him to make several lonk runs for big
gains In two or three of last fall's big
games. He will be one of the men whom
the new coach will traln to earry the ball
in the big games this season.

It
msy sound odd to most people that the
Chinese, the last people In the world to
adopt modern habits, should be hit with
the athiletic fad, but it seema that matters
have been shaping themselves that way for
some time From year to year Chinese
students who have had thelr sducation in
America and England have tsken home
with them the athletic idea and have been
telling their countrymen of the wonderful
benefits of the sport, Gradusily the habit
gErow up the natives and, helped out by the
universities and those who had seen com-
petitions abroad,s the track and field evenls
begho to get popular. At Caotun and sev-

eral other of the large citles lttle cluba
have sprung up and here and there meets
are of frequent occurrence.

To Judge by some photographs ot thone
meetlngs they were rather crude, but on the
whole as good ss the early attempts of
other natlons when they first fook on
athietics. Then it {8 unknown what Chinn
may develop with its wonderful popula-
tlon. It Is just as lkely to develop cham-
plons as Finland or sven Germany. A few
years ago anybody who would say that in
the near future a Finlander would croas to
England and run away with the four-mlile
champlonship would be regarded ag verging
on lunacy, yet-a Finlander did this year
and it is doubtful If he has un equal at
the distance In the world today. In the
Olymplc games st Athens in 198 Germany
did not win a solitary point, but there are
men In the Kalseriand now who are the
peers of the beat In the world. No country
can boast of & better all around jumper
than Pssemann, and Rau has done 10%
seconds for the 10 meters and has beaten
Ramadell, the Americen holder of the Eng-
lish W0 yards champlonship.

It s yet unknown what emblem the
Chiness will wear In competition, but more
than likely it will be yellow with the
dragoon displayed on the chest.
